Our Sick Soldiers at Manila. 
An uuceusored Philippine dispatch by 


way of Hong Kong conveys the news tha 
there are now nearly 3,00i) Federal soldiers 
in the hospitals provided for the army 
besides a considerable contingent ill in 
quarters at Manila. 
Large numbers o 


men now on duty are reported by regi 
mental surgeons as unlit for service, anc 
many of these will doubtless soon swel 
tbe list of hospital patients. 
The troops 


are largely unaccliinated. The Luzon cb 
mate ie enervating and debilitating in the 
extreme, and the arduous service demand 
ed of the men in the spring campaign 
weakened their powers of resistance to 
malarial influence and tbe attacks of epi 
demic and zymotic diseases. 
Under such 


conditions it would scarcely be surprising i 
the ravages in the ranks of General Otis 
little army should amount almost to an 
epidemic before the close of tbe rainy 
season. 


Tbe authorities at Washington should 


see to it that tbe aimless, do-nothing pol 
icy of General Otis shall not be permitted 
to prevail in the mattur of our sick soldiers 
in the Philippines, the Jieeoi d remarks 
Tbe forty additional surgeons asked for by 
Chief Surgeon Woodhull at Manila .should 
be sent on at once, without regard to the 
approval or disapproval of tbe military of 
fleer in command. 
It will be necessary 


eventually, no doubt, to establish near-by 
hospital stations for our troops now in tbe 
islands similar to those already providec 
at Yokohama and other points /or- the 
navy ; but in the meantime every possible 
effort shold be made to lessen the discom- 
fort aud danger of enforced sojourn in tbe 
hospitals already established at Manila, 
San FernaLdo aud elsewhere iu the Phil- 
ippines.

But the personality tbal was injected into 
Lbe campaign eliminated all other issues, 
and when it became a question of indors- 
ing ex-Governor Hastings or sanctioning 
the judiciary in politics, tbe Republicans 
of Centre county spoke vigorously at the 
polls. 


Banks Cannot Stamp Checks 
Commissioner Wileon, of tbe Internal 


Revenue Bureau, has lecently issued a 
circular, absolutely prohibiting banks 
from affixing stamps to checks unstamped 
when presented, and requiring them to 
return tbe same to the drawers. In bis 
ciictilar to collectors the Commissioner 
says : 


You are directed to notify the banks 


tbat are guilty of stamping unstamped 
checks tbat if the praclice is not im- 
mediately discontinued they will be re- 
ported to the United States District At- 
toiney for prosecution. 


The instruction contained in Treasury 


decision No. 19,006, under date of June 29, 
1898, to flie effect that there was no objec- 
tion to the affixing by tbe bank of the re- 
quieite stamps to an unstamped check 
presented for payment is hereby revoked. 


This action was taken upon informa- 


tion tbat certain banks had adopted the 
practice of not requiring stamps, as an 
advertisement to secure patronage 
against rival banks.

Dewey Enters Suit. 


Proceedings in the form of libel against 


the Spanish fleet sunk at Manila and all 
the supplies captured from tbe shore de- 
fenses at Cavite have been instituted in 
the District of Columbia Supreme Court 
by Admiral Dewey. Kx-Sesretary of the 
Navy Hillary Herbert is the chief attoiney 
retained by Admiral Dewey and bis sub- 
ordinates, and the petition lor libel is en- 
tered by Mr. Herbert.

MONUMENT TO WAK HERO. 


The first monument to be erected over 


the grave of u -oldier of tbe Spanish- 
American war in thir- country was unveiled 
Tuepday a week near Greensburg, in the 
presence of several thousand people. 
The 


memory of Isaac E. Wentzel, one of tbe 
famous triplets ol Company M, Sixteenth 
Uegiuient, Pennsylvania Volunteers, was 
thus honored. A rnaeeive granite sbalt, 
purchased by members of various chapters 
of American Mechanics, marke the resting 
place of the soldier. The members of 
Company M, clothed in tbe service-stained 
garbs in which they made their invasion 
of Porto Kico, were present, besides 
veterans of the sixties. The Westmore- 
land Cadets, many secret societies, and re- 
turned members of Company 1, Tenth 
Regiment, were present at the ceremonies 
and speeches were made by prominent 
persons. Young Wentzel contracted fever 
in the South and died of the disease at 
Camp Meade.

Hornless cattle are preferred, and, as 


there are hornless breeds, such as the 
Polled Angus and Galloway, they are 
greatly in demand. Instruments aud 
contrivances for removing the horns of 
cattle are also extensively used, the ad- 
vocates of tbe practice claiming that the 
removal of the horns from adult cattle 
does not inflict cruelty, while others 
claim that it should be prohibited by 
law. The method advised by the Agri- 
cultural Bureau of Animal Industry is 
to prevent the growing ot horns on 
calves. To do this take 50 parts caustic 
soda, 25 parts kerosene and 25 parts 
water. An emulsion is made by vigor- 
ously stirring the soda and kerosene 
while hot, then adding the water. The 
mixture should be placed in a bottle 
with a solid rubber cork. When the 
calf is from 5 to 20 days old (the younger 
the better) clip tbe hair around the em- 
bryo horn so as to expose a spot about 
the size of a nickel, dropping two or 
three drops of the mixture on tbe horn, 
rubbing it in well with the rubber cork. 
Apply first to one horn and then the 
other until each hoin has received two 
or three applications. 
The 
rubbing 


should be continued until the caustic so- 
lution softens and removes tbe hair ancl 
surface skin, around the horn. Uare 
should be taken that the fluid does not 
ran down the face. 


The corn intended for fodder should 


not be cut until matured, as the nearer 
the approach to maturity the less water 
in the stalk. The ears should be glazed 
and the leaves green. It is of no ad- 
vantage to permit the leaves to approach 
the yellow stage, and if from dry weath- 
er or any other cause the fodder begins 
to show a yellow tinge it should be cut 
immediately. 


The ordinary common millet, as well 


as Hungarian grass, can be used for pas- 
turing as they grow after being mowed 
off or grazed. The giant German mil- 
let gives but one cuttiug. Late in sum- 
mer, after the grass has given out from 
want of rain, snub quick-growing crops 
as Hungarian grass will provide a large 
supply of green food until frost, but in 
such cases a crop for hay must not be 
expected. When intended for pasture 
the Hungarian grass can be used at any 
stage of growth, as it is not expected to 
mature. 


The vicious bulls are those that have 


been petted when young. They are ap- 
parently gentle, and the farmer will not 
believe the bull harmful, but suddenly, 
at some unexpected time, the bull feels 
that be is the master and acts according- 
ly. It is the gentle bull that is the most 
dangerou. 
The same is true of tbe 


ram. Take a young ram lamb, pet him, 
and he becomes when matured very 
combative, attacking any one. It is an 
old saying that the sheep is an animal 
that becomes mean when brought up 
around tbe bouse aud petted.

rooted cut it apart Irom ths main vine. 
Only a foot of the cane need be used. 


Harrowing should always be done im- 


mediately after plowing, if possible, as 
the soil can then be worked Uner than 
aftei the clods are thoroughly dry. This 
may be well known, yet the farmers 
who frequently allow the land to remain 
several days before harrowing are legion. 


Timothy hay usually brings a good 


price ia market, yet it is inferior to 
clover hay, and is said to rank in feeding 
value on a par with marsh grass or salt 
hay. But horses like it, and it is always 
in demand in the cities. Farmers who 
sell their timothy and retain their clover 
will get better prices and at the same 
time the manure heap will bg made 
more valuable by using the clover on the 
farm. It is the feeding value that the 
farmer should always consider. There 
is an intrinsic value m products as well 
as in metals, and all articles can be used 
on the farm if necessary.

BKEAJSXNG COtTS. 


The value of any horse is increased or 


lessened by his education or training. 
Many eolts are ruined 
in breaking. 


Man; are never broken at all, says a 
writer in Michigan farmer. 
There are 


three classes of pa en who break colts. 
One is the good, kind, patient fellow 
who lets the colt do about as it pleases. 
It can go, stop, turn, etc., without re- 
monstrance. 
Such Cults make head- 


strong, deceitful, 
unreliable 
horses 


Then there is tbe man who goes at tbe 
colt to break or kill— jerking, jamming, 
whipping, swearing. 
Colts broken by 


such men sometimes get over their 
fright by proper handling, but are most 
likely to be natural fools like their 
bieakers. 
They are always nervous, al- 


ways ready to scare and run. The right 
man stands between these two ex- 
tremes. 
He is kind and patient, but 


firm. His effort is to convince the colt 
that he is boss. 
He has the horse un- 


der control always, aud to accomplish 
tbis it is not necessary to knock the 
horse down every time you approach 
him. 
As we usually have from ten to 


fifteen head of diaft-bred horses I will 
try to tell bow they are broken. 
We 


always taker-break when young, and 
handle frequently until three years old, 
when their harness education com- 
mences. First the colt is quietly har- 
nessed in the stall and left awhile to 
view himself. Then a strap is fastened 
on the end of the harness tugs and the 
breaker stands behind the colt far enough 
to be out of reach of his heels and rubs 
him with tbe tugs, as he would be mb- 
bed when hitched. We bave found this 
a good thing. 1£ the colt is going to 
kick. in harness we thus find it out be- 
fore hitching. 
When he will stand 


around and behave nicely in tbe stall be 
is bridled, leaving the halter under tbe 
bridle. Next is the leading. This is 
beside a well-broken horse also harnessed, 
the colt always on tbe right or off side. 
The halter strap is securely tied in the 
bame ring on the older horse so the colt 
cannot break away. Tbe breaker mounts 
the older horse and leada the colt by a 
strap on his bridle. Always keep the 
colt up even and he will not try to hang 
back when driven. If he is led a couple 
of miles he will usually stand still and 
behave until hitched. We mostly hitch 
to a sled ; the colt is still tied to the lead 
horse and the breaker dismounts. One 
takes the lines, another leada tbe colt 
until be gets well started. We seldom 
have any trouble and soon have the colt 
driving nicely. It ia the careful hand- 
ling betore hitching that makes breaking 
easy. It never pays to hurry at first. 
It is believed by some who do not know, 
that drait horses are all sluggish and 
slow. While there are some such, as in 
all breeds, there are also some as high- 
spirited as puie-breds. We well remem- 
ber one mettled, rather nervous colt that 
at first bainessing could not be induced 
to leave the stable until a quick move 
rattled the harness ; then his conclusion 
was so sudden that no one went with him. 
Finding himself loose, his first gesture 
was to jump over a twenty-foot bank, 
then canvass an acre lot at a gait that 
was wonderful. lie was soon captured 
and seemed to forget his caper and made 
a work horse of high order. Ou the 
other extreme, a 1,000-pound three-year- 
old paid no attention to harness, whip or 
anything except feed. So much confi- 
dence bad we in his sluggishness that bis 
first trip was made to the land roller, to 
which be paid no more attention than 
had it not been there. There can be no 
iron-clad rule for colt breaking. Their 
dispositions are exactly like people's — no 
two exaetlj alike.

KTJLES IN JJVBSING. 


SOME COMMON-SBNSJC HINTS TO KO1- 


LOW JN THE SICK BOOM. 


1. Choice of sick room. — Choose a 


bright, large and cheerful room, and one 
with a fireplace ; but have very little 
furniture and very few ornaments. 


2. Fresh air. — The air the patient 


breathes should be very pure. An open 
window and a flre are tbe best means of 
ventilation. Keep the room scrupulous- 
ly clean. Use a damp duster. 


3. Quietness in the sick room — Avoid 


all noise ; but there should be no whis- 
pering. In extreme cases pieces of coal 
should be wrapped in paper, and a 
wooden poker used. 


4. Flowers in the sick room. — Many 


say Dowers should be kept away from 
sick rooms, lest they should exhaust the 
air. That is tbe case with some llawers, 
as lilies aud lilacs, but a few roses or 
violets will prove to be very reviving to 
weary eyes and depressed spirits. 


5. Sick room nursing. — The nurse 


should never stand at the head of the 
bed, but where she can easily be seen. 
The nurse should have great patience 
and be Brm in carrying out the doctor's 
orders. She should be tidy in appear- 
ance. Sbe should never argue with the 
patient. 


G. Eeading to the sick.— If the pa- 


tient desires reading, or if reading aloud 
is not trying to the nerves it should be 
done slowly. Never hurry or raise the 
voice unduly. 


7. Food. — Food should be given 


punctually. Milk is a perfect food. In 
acute cases of inflammatory diseases iced 
milk is of the greatest advantage ; but 
the use of ice in any form must not be 
pushed too far, so as to lower the tem- 
perature of the patient unduly. 
Tne 


juice of meat extracted with cold 
water is nourishing. 
Weak patients 


should never be left more than two 
hours without food. 
Let it be well 


cooked and daintily served— variety is 
good. Never leave lood at the invalid's 
bedside. 


8. Washing tbe patient.— It is good 


for a patient to be washed, an tbe skin 
has work to do and must be kept in 
working order. Washing allays thiist, 
lessens fever, soothes the nerves and in- 
duces sleep. 


9. Medicine.— This should be given 


punctually. Always shake the bottle. 
Bead the label. Always give medicine 
in a clean glass. Aperients are given 
before food ; tonics are given after food. 


10. Poultices. — If no special orders 


are given, poultices are made of linseed. 
Warm a basin and knife, pour in basin 
water quite boiling, sprinkle in meal 
with the left hand, stirring briskly with 
tbe knife in right. When the mixture is 
thick enough turn on a piece of flannel- 
ette, and spread evenly. Change every 
four hours. Hot oil on flannel is safer 
as a home" remedy than hot poultices. 
Saturate a piece of old flannel with oil, 
heat it, and apply over chest, covered 
with wadding. 


11. Fomentations.— To wring out a 


fomentation, place an ordinary towel 
across a hand basin with ends banging 
over, put on it a double piece of flannel, 


' and fold towel over. Then pour on 
. boiling water, and wring by ends ; take 
1 tbe flannel, give one shake, and apply 
, lightly.
